she returned from California and wrote 
a note to Coras askins: him to call.

Letters from him to her while on 


the_coaat,ahow. that Mrs. AVilkins had 
rejected his marriage requests, and 
thst he was very despondent. 


The room where the bodies were

per capita division of an Item of $40,- 
000 under tho treaty of 1S4S. 


There Is no clause In this treaty, 


however, that says that this payment 
shall be flnal and none that express' 
ly excludes 'them from 
future pay- 


ments. Under previous treaties with 
tho Stockbrldge Indians and with the 
Wlnnebagoes, It is obvious that some 
of the treaties with the Indians state 
specifically that the settlement shall 
bo flnal. while some others do not 
make this specific provision and the 
Indians have received subsequent pay- 
ments under such agreements.

A STREET COMMISSIONER FOR 


APPLETON 


The city of Appleton is abon,t to en- 


gage in an extensive street improvement 
program. 
Probably $150.000.00 will 


be expended this year on Appleton streets 
for new paving and repairs. 
This is a 


gigantic undertaking, and one which re- 
quires the most careful direction and su- 
pervision. 
Xo private 'concern would 


'thinlc of expending such a sum for exten- 
sions or improvements without engaging 
experienced and competent inspectors and 
supervisors. 
The city should be just as 


careful 
in expending the taxpayers' 


money, and'we believe that the city coun- 
cil would show wise business judgment 
if it were to engage a street commissioner 
whose duty it would be to devote his en- 
tire time to the supervision of our street 
improvements under the direction, of 
course, of our city engineer and street 
and bridge committee of the city coun- 
cil. 


Heretofore this work has been handled 


by the city engineer, but we do not be- 
lieve that this official can' carefully and 
|>roperly supervise all details of extensive 
street improvement and at the same time 
efficiently and properly attend to the reg-' 
ular duties of his position. These duties 
require the surveying, planning and di- 
rection of all city improvements, includ- 
ing sewers, water lines, etc. Jt is too 
much to ask of any one. man and it is too 
much to expect that he can take care of all 
of these duties and still supervise the de- 
tails of street paving and repairs. 


"We believe that a competent street 


commissioner can be engaged at a salary 
of $2500.OQxi year, or less; and that such 
an expenditure would be saved several 
times by efficient direction and supervi- 
sion of our street improvements.

POISONING FROM MERCURY OINTMENT 
The popular misapprehension of tho effects of 


exposure to cold and wet Is based mainly upon the 
necessarily rather common coincidence of some 
Illness or indisposition, shortly after the alleged ex- 
posure. 
Tho absurdity, unhoallhfulness and actual 


danger Involved in tho serious acceptance on this 
myth, which is still urged upon tho laity by cer- 
tain physicians and' health officers 
nro becom- 


ing more aind more apparent to enlightened people. 
It must be a source of some anxiety and uneasiness 
to the old fogy doctors and the politically fortunate 
health officers who still maintain that folks do take 
cold, that tho more careless or reckless folks be- 
como about exposure the less prevalent nro tho 
very diseases which these reactionaries would have 
us 
associate with exposure. 
You see. there Is 


some chanco that tho younger laity may notice 
that fact and begin to'wonder how come. To me 
It lj a satisfaction to recall that only five years 
ago when I wished to purchase oxfords in the 
winter time 1 could not find them in a bis city 
ihoo store—they did not keep them In stock at 
thai season of the year because there was no de- 
mand: today In the same store they sell practically 
nothing else in winter. 
The old fogy doctors and 


the health officers of three or four bl£ cities 1 
•ould name ought to get together and try to die- 
suado the shoe merchants from contributing to 
this reckless exposure. The health officers of two 
or "hree cities I have named ought to get out 
bulletins warning the men of the dire dangers of 
exposing their ankles—of course the women have 
long, since proved that such, teachings is Just 
bunk. 
. 
. 
But let us get on with the mercury poisoning. 


The foregoing observation was suggested by the 
parallel misapprehension of absorption, of various 
medicaments, foods or poisons thru the skin. I 
find there are quite a lot of poorly .educated doc- 


•<* who still entertain the notion that certain 


medicaments or poisoning are actually absorbed 
through the unbroken skin. This is not so remark- 
ible when we consider how many of the same cali- 
ter still beiieve in the foolishness about taking cold 


Dr. Jeanette M. Shefferd of Fall Rivers, re- 


ports an interesting case of mercury- poinsoning 
'rom the application of mercury ointment to the 
skin. 
A Greek waiter was admitted to the hos- 


pital with the characterise symptoms of mercury 
poisoning, yet he insisted he had not been sick 
and hacV not taken, any medicine for a long time. 
Finally, however, an intern obtained from the pa- 
tient the information that the patient had sought 
the advice of a drug clerk a-few days before en- 
tering the hospital, in regard to large or hospital 
size body lice with which he was infested' ,and the 
drug clerk had accommodatingly broken the law by 
prescribing and selling to the simple Greek three 
ounces of mercury ointment. The Greek took a 
hot bath that night, applied nearly all of the oint- 
ment, and got Into bed. covering his head with the 
bedclothing. 
The following day the symptoms of 


mercury poisoning occurred. 
Of course the Greek 


had not associated the use of the ointment with 
taking:medicine, so he did not mean to deceive 
the doctors in the hospital.

Xow a. thoughtless or careless reader might as- 


sume that'this was an instance' of mercury pois- 
oning from obsorption. through the skin. Dr. Shef- 
foro" entertained no such notion. She remarks in 
concluding, her report:, "He 
probably 
inhaled 


enough mercury" to produce the poisoning1.
